. According to Mr. Li, a responsible person of the 
subway management committee, construction on the Peking 
Subway began July 1, 1965, and traffic was inaugurated 
on a portion of the route on October 1, 1969. The 

USO( ? until 1971-72, however, and 
since then it has been in regular service, with 17 

stations operating over a 24 kilometer, double-tracked ' 
stretch running from Peking’s western suburb of 
P ingkuoyuan to the Peking Railway Station. The route 
comes into town along the western extension of Peking's 
Fushingmenwai Avenue, and runs to the Peking Railway 
Station, its present terminus (see map, enclosure 1) . 

The subway is Open from 6 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily, 
with as many as eleven trains operating simultaneously’ 
at Intervals of about 13 minutes on weekdays and 10 
minutes on weekends.
